an absolute dominion over many of our 
industries Criminal prosecutions have 
been brought, and a number are (lend­ 
ing, but Juries have felt averse to cen 
victing f**r Jail sentences aud Judges 
have been most reluctant to Impose 
such sentences on men of res(»ectable 
standing In society whose offense has 
been regarded as merely statutory. 
Still, tis the offense becomes better un­ 
derstood aud the committing of it par 
takes more of studied aud deliberate 
defiance of the law we can be confi­ 
dent that Juries will convict Individu­ 
als and that jail sentences will be im 
posed 
The Remedy In Equity by Dissolution.

Size of N ew C om panies. 


Objection was made by certain in 
dependent tobacco companies that this 
settlement was unjust because It left 
companies with very large capital in 
active business and that the settle 
merit that would be effective to put ail 
on an equality would be a division of 
the capital and plant of the trust int*1 
small fractions in amount more near 
ly equal to that of each of the inde 
pendent companies. 
This contention 
results from a 
misunderstanding of 
the anti trust law and Its purpose. 
It 
is not intended thereby to prevent til** 
accumulation of large capital iii busi 
ness enterprises In which such a com 
bination can secure reduced cost of 
production, sale and distribution. 
It 
is directed against such an aggrega­ 
tion of capital only when its purpose 
Is that of stifling competition, enhanc 
ing or controlling prices and establish 
lug a monopoly. 
If we shall have by 
the decree defeated 
these 
purposes 
and restored competition between the 
large units into which the capital and 
plant have been divided we shall have 
accomplished 
the useful purpose of 
the statute.

It is not the purpose of the statute 
to confiscate the property and capital 
of the offending trusts. 
Methods of

rifle remedy to stop the operation of 
the trust by injunction and prevent

I venture to say flint not in the Iii 
tory of American law has a decree 
more effective for such a purpose been 
entered by a court than that against 
ti)** tobacco trust. 
As Circuit Judge 
Noyes said in ids Judgment approving 
the decree 
“ The extent to which it bas been 
necessary to tear apart fids cornbin.! 
tion and fore? it into'new forms with 
the attendant burdens ought to demon 
strate that the federal anti trust statute 
Is a drastic statute which accomplishes 
effective results, which so long as it 
stands on the statute books must lie 
obeyed and which cannot be disobey 
cd without Incurring farreaching pen 
affies

For Repeal of 
trust Law. 


But now that the anti-trust act is 
soon to be effective for the accomplish­ 
ment of the purpose of its enactment 
we are met by a cry from many differ 
ent quarters for its repeal 
It is said 
to he obstructive of business progress. 
to lie an attempt to restore old fash 
ioned methods of destructive competi­ 
tion between small units and to make 
Impossible those useful combinations 
of capital and flu* reduction of the cost 
of production that are essential to con 
tinned prosperity and normal growth 
In tile recent decisions the supreme 
court makes clear that there is noth 
ing in the statute which condemns 
combinations of capital or mere lug 
ness of plant organized to secure econ 
omy In production and a reduction of 
its cost 
It Is only iv hen the purpose 
or necessary effect of the organization 
and maintenance of the combination 
or the aggregation of Immense size inu­ 
tile stifling of competition, actual and 
potential, and the enhancing of prices 
ami establishing a monopoly that the 
statute Is violated 
Mere size is in* 
! sin against the law 
The merging of 
i two or more business plants ne- essarl 
I ly eliminates competition between the 
i units ttius combined, tint this elimina 
tion is in contravention of the statute 
only when the combination is made for 
I purpose of ending this particular com 
petition in order to secure control of 
and enhance p ric e s and create a mo 
noisily 


Lack of Definiteness In the Statute. 


The complaint is made of the stat 
Ute that it is not sufficiently definite 
1 in its description of that which is for 
bidden to enable business men to avoid 
its violation 
The suggestion is tin** 
; we may have a combination of two 
J corporations which may run on for 
years and that subsequently the at 
torney general may conclude that it 
was a violation of the statute and thai 
which was supposed by the combiners 
to be innocent then turns out to he a 
combination in violation of tile statute 
The answer to tills hypothetical case 
is that when men attempt to amass 
such stupendous capital as will enable 
them to suppress competition, control 
prices and establish a monopoly they 
know tile purpose of their acts. 
Men 
do not do such a thing without having 
it clearly in mind, 
lf what they do is 
merely for the purpose of reducing the 
: cost of production, without the though* 
of suppressing competition by use of til** 
bigness of tile plant they nre creating, 
then they cannot be convicted at the 
time the union is made. nor can they 
1 he convicted Inter unless It happen 
that later on they conclude to sup­ 
press competition and take the usual 
methods for doing so and thus estai) 
lish for themselves a monopoly. The) 
can in such a case hardly complain lf 
the motive which subsequently is dis 
J closed is attributed by the court to the 
original combination. 


New Remedies Suggested. 
Much is said of the repeal of this 
statute and of constructive legislation 
intended 
to accomplish the purpose 
and blaze a clear path for honest mer 
chants and business men to follow.

“ Generally in the industrial combina­ 
tions called ’trusts' the principal bus! 
ness is the sale of goods in many states 


and in foreign markets—in other words, 
the interstate and foreign business far 
exceed* the business done In any one 
Ptate. 
Tills fact will justify the fed 
eral government in granting a federal 
charter to such a coin bi nation to make 
and sell In interstate and foreign com­ 
merce the products of useful m anufac­ 
ture under such limitations as will se­ 
cure a compliance with the anti trust 
law. 
It is possible so to frame a stat­ 
ute that, while it offers protection to a 
federal company against harmful, vex 
atious and unnecessary invasion by tho 
states, it shall subject it to reason;! 
hie taxation and control by the states 
with respect to its purely local bus! 
ness. • • • 
“ Corporations organized under this 
act should ti** prohibited from acquit- 
lug aud bolding stock in other corpo­ 
rations 
(except 
for 
*|tecinl 
reasons, 
upon approval by the proper federal 
authority), thus avoiding tile creation 
under national auspices of the holding 
company with subordinate corporation* 
in different states,

" I f the prohibition of the nntl-truM 
act against combinations in restraint 
of trade is to* be effectively enforced 
it is essential that the national govern 
ment shall provide for the creation of 
national corporation* to carry on a I** 
gitimate business throughout the Unit

The conflicting laws of the 
different states of the Union with rc 
8|*ect to foreign corporations make it 
difficult, if not Impossible, for one cor­ 
poration to comply with their require­ 
ments so as to carry on business iii a 
number of different states." 
I renew the recommendation of the 
enactment of a general law providing 
for the voluntary 
formation of cor 
po rations to engage In trade and cora 
merce among the states and with for 
elgn nations 
Every argument which 
was then advanced for such a law and 
every explanation which was at that 
tim e offered to possible objections has 
been confirmed by our experience slue** 
the enforcement of the anti-trust stat 
Ute has resulted in tile nctuRl dlssolu 
tion of active commercial organiza 
tions. 
It is even more manifest now than 
it was then that the denunciation of 
conspiracies 
in 
restraint 
of 
trade 
should not and docs not mean the de 
nial of organizations large enough to 
be Intrusted with our interstate nml 
foreign trade. 
It has been made more 
clear now than It was then that a 
purely negative statute like the anti 
trust law may well be supplemented 
by specific provisions for the building 
up nod regulation of legitimate un 
tlonal and foreign commerce.

The drafting of the decrees in th? 
dissolution of the present trusts, with 
a view to their reorganization into Ie 
gitinmte corporations, has made it es 
pecially apparent that tile courts a n ­ 
not provided with the adm inistrative 
machinery to make the necessary in 
qulries preparatory to reorganization 
or to pursue such inquiries, and they 
should be empowered to invoke the 
aid of the bureau of corporations in 
determining the suitable reorganiza­ 
tion of tile disintegrated parts. 
The 
circuit court and the attorney general 
were greatly aided in framing the de­ 
cree in the tobacco trust dissolution by 
an expert from the bureau of corpora 
tions. 


F e d e ra l C o rp o ratio n C o m m issio n P ro ­ 
posed. 


I do not set forth in detail the terms 
and sections of a statute which might 
supply the constructive legislation per 
miffing and aiding the formation of 
combinations of capital into federal 
corporations. 
They should be subject 
to rigid rules as to their organization 
and procedure, including effective pub 
lieity, aud to the closest supervision as 
to the issue of stock and bonds by au 
executive bureau or commission in the 
department of commerce and labor, to 
which in times of doubt they might 
well submit their proposed plans for 
future business 
It must be distinctly 
understood that incorjKiration under a 
federal law could not exempt the com 
puny thus formed and Its incorporator; 
and managers from prosecution undei 
the anti trust law for subsequent ii 
legal conduct, but the publicity of it 
procedure and the opportunity for ftv 
quenf consultation with the bureau *> 
commission in charge of the incorpora 
tion as to the legitimate purpose of it 
tm us v t ions wouUl offer It .as great s* 
CU pity against successful prosecutJoi 


for violations of the law as would he 
prat ileal or wise. 
Sui h a bureau or commission might 
well be invested also with the duty 
already referred to of aiding courts 
in the dissolution aud recreation of 
trusts within tile law. 
It should lie an 
executive tribunal of the dignity and 
power of the comptroller of the cur­ 
rency or the interstate commerce com­ 
mission. which now exercises supervis­ 
ing- power over important classes of 
lorporations under federal regulation. 
The drafting of such a federal in­ 
corporation law would offer ample op­ 
portunity to prevent many manifest 
evils in corporate management today, 
including irresponsibility of control in 
the hands of the few who are not the 
real owners 


In co rp o ratio n V o lu n ta ry . 


I recommend that the federal char­ 
ters thus to be granted shall he volun­ 
tary. at least until experience Justifies 
mandatory provisions 
The benefit to 
be derived from the operation of great 
businesses under tin* protection of such 
a charter would attract all who are 
anxious to keep within the lines of tile 
law. 
Other large combinations that 
fail to take advantage of the federal 
incorporation will not Lune a right to 
complain if their failure is ascribed to 
unwillingness to submit their transac­ 
tions to the careful official scrutiny, 
competent supervision and 
publicity 
attendant upon the enjoyment of such 
a charter.

The opportunity thus suggested tor 
federal incorporation, it seams to me. 
*s 
suitable 
constructive 
legislation 
needed to facilitate the squaring of 
great industrial enterprises to tin* rule 
of action laid down by the anti trust 
law. 
This statute as construed by the 
supreme court must continue to be Hie 
line of distinction for legitimate busi­ 
ness 
It must lie enforced unless we 
are to banish individualism from all 
business and reduce it to one common

Tile anti trust act is the expression 
of tile effort of a freodom loving peo­ 
ple to preserve equality of opportunity. 
It Is the result of the confident deter­ 
mination of such a people to maintain 
their future growth by preserving un­ 
controlled and unrestricted the enter­ 
prise of the individual, his Industry, 
his Ingenuity, ids intelligence and his 
Independent courage 
For twenty years or more this stat 
Ute has been 
u jk iii the statute book. 
All know bs general purpose and ap 
proved. 
Many of its violators were 
cynical over Its assumed Impotence. 
It seemed impossible of enforcement. 
Slowly the mills of the courts ground, 
nnd only gradually did the majesty of 
the law assert itself. 
Many of its 
statesmen-authors died before it be­ 
came a living force, and they and oth­ 
ers saw the evil grow which they had 
hoped to destroy. 
Now Its efficacy Is 
seen; now Its power Is heavy: now Its 
object Is near achievement. 
Now we 
hear the call for Its repeal on the plea 
that It Interferes with business pros­ 
perity. nnd we nre advise*! In most 
general terms how by some other stat­ 
ute and In some other way the evil 
we nre Just stamping out can be cured 
lf we only abandon this work of twen­ 
ty years nnd try another experiment 
for another term of years. 
It is said that the act has not done 
good. 
Can this I*** sal I in the face of 
the effect of the Northern Securities 
decree? 
That decree was In no way 
so drastic or Inhibitive in detail as ei­ 
ther the Standard Oil decree or the 
tobacco de roe 
Hut did it not stop 
for all time the then powerful move 
ment toward the control of all the 
railroads of tile country In a single 
hand? 
Such a on** man power coil kl 
not have been a healthful Influence In 
the republic, even though exercised 
under the general supervision of an 
Interstate commission 
I)** we desire to make such ruthless 
combinations and monopolies law ful? 
W hen all energies are directed, not to­ 
ward tin* reduction of tho cost. of pro­ 
duction for the public benefit by a 
healthful competition, hut toward new 
w ays an*! means for making perma­ 
nent in a few hands the absolute con­ 
trol of the conditions and prices pre­ 
vailing In the whole field of industry, 
then individual enterprise and effort 
will lie paralyzed and the spirit of 
commercial freedom will be dead
